SAN ANTONIO, March 28. 
Up to the time 
of filing this dispatch no direct report had been re- 
ceived from General Pershing for 48 hours, but 
General Funston hopes the American troops will 
succeed in heading off Villa and forcing him into 
battle before he reaches his permanent mountain 
den. 
Unless a message is received from General 
Pershing by this evening he will be asked to com- 
municate with headquarters at shorter intervals. 
Great activity continues in San Antonio. 
A 
vast number of cavalry horses are being purchased 
and it is estimated that General Funston and his 
staff, escorted by a large 
body-guar- d 
of troops, may 
leave the city in a few days. 
General Funston refused to comment directly 
on Carranza's refusal to permit U. S. provision to 
be carried by Mexican railways, but it is intimated 
that he feels the situation is becoming more serious. 
The present capacity of Dodd's and Pershing's 
line of communications is terribly overcrowded and 
many tons of provisions have been concentrated in 
El Paso on the expectation that the provisional rul- 
er would allow their transportation by rail. 
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
